Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-8 and 47-61 , drawn to a demand-based messaging system 
between computers, classified in class 709, subclass 206. 

II. Claims 9-16, 25-33, and 65, drawn to a healthcare management system, 
classified in class 705, subclass 2. 

III. Claims 17-20, drawn to comparison of biometric information, classified in 
class 713, subclass 186. 

IV. Claims 21-24 and 34-41 , drawn to searching a database via search 
engine, classified in class 707, subclass 3. 

V. Claims 42-46, drawn to interconnection of plural POS machines to host 
computer, classified in class 705, subclass 21 . 

VI. Claims 62-64 and 74-76, drawn to initiating connection messaging via 
cellular telephone communications, classified in class 455, subclass 466. 

VII. Claims 66-73 and 77-79, drawn to card-based identification systems, 
classified in class 235, subclass 380. 

2. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Inventions I, II, III, IV, V, VI, and VII are related as subcombinations disclosed as 

usable together in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each 
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other if they are shown to be separately usable. In the instant case, invention I has 
separate utility such as a demand based messaging system, invention II has separate 
utility such as a health care management system, invention III has separate utility such 
as biometric acquisition, invention IV has separate utility such as query processing, 
invention V has separate utility such as interconnection or interaction of cash registers 
to host computer, invention VI has separate utility such as short message service, and 
invention VII has separate utility such as credit or identification card system. See MPEP 
§ 806.05(d). 

3. Claim 41 link(s) inventions II and IV. The restriction requirement between the 
linked inventions is subject to the nonallowance of the linking cjaim(s), claim 41 . Claim 
48 link(s) inventions I and II. The restriction requirement between the linked inventions 
is subject to the nonallowance of the linking claim(s), claim 48. Upon the allowance of 
the linking claim(s), the restriction requirement as to the linked inventions shall be 
withdrawn and any claim(s) depending from or otherwise including all the limitations of 
the allowable linking claim(s) will be entitled to examination in the instant application. 
Applicant(s) are advised that if any such claim(s) depending from or including all the 
limitations of the allowable linking claim(s) is/are presented in a continuation or 
divisional application, the claims of the continuation or divisional application may be 
subject to provisional statutory and/or nonstatutory double patenting rejections over the 
claims of the instant application. Where a restriction requirement is withdrawn, the
